Air Travel 


Utah is accessible from cities across the United States 
and all over the world via Salt Lake City International 
Airport. From Salt Lake City, regional airlines serve 
cities all over the state and across the Southwest. For 
more information, contact a travel agent or the Salt Lake 
Int'l Airport, (801) 575-2400, www:slcairport.com. 


Major Roads 

Interstate-15 slices through Utah, north to south, 
from Idaho to Arizona and Nevada. 

Interstate-80 crosses the northern part of the state 
from Wyoming, running west into Nevada. 
Interstate-84 runs northwest toward Idaho from 
Echo Junction near the Wyoming border. 

US-6 / US-191 is the major route through the eastern 
and southeastern portions of the state. 
Interstate-70 runs west from Colorado to a junction 
with I-15 in Central Utah. 


US-666 enters Utah’s southeastern corner from 
Southern Colorado and joins US-191. 


Bus Service 


Greyhound Bus Lines access several Utah cities and 
towns. In Northern Utah, buses make regular stops in 
Provo, Salt Lake City, Ogden, Brigham City, and 
Logan. In Eastern Utah, Greyhound runs to Vernal 
and Price. Heading to Southwestern Utah on I-15, the 
bus line makes stops in Beaver, Parowan, Cedar City, 
St. George, and Wendover. For specifics, contact 
(800) 231-2222, or visit www.greyhound.com. 


The Utah Transit Authority provides service to 
Northern Utah’s major cities from Provo north to 
Ogden, including extensive coverage in the Salt Lake 
Valley. In winterbuses make daily trips to the ski 
resorts near Salt Lake City. All day ski transit passes 
are available for $5. For specific route information, 
ask at your hotel, call (801) 743-3882, or plan your trip 
online at www.rideuta.com. 





Railroad Travel 


In Northern Utah, Amtrak makes daily stops at Salt 
Lake City. The line also provides service to Provo 
(to the south). In Eastern and Southeastern Utah, 
there is service to Helper and Thompson Springs. 
Amtrak trains also stop in Milford in Southwestern

Light Rail 


The 15-mile north-south TRAX light rail line runs 
from Sandy, a southern suburb of Salt Lake City, to 
the Delta Center, home of the Utah Jazz basketball 
team, in downtown Salt Lake City. An east-west 
extension line also provides service from downtown 
to Rice-Eccles Olympic Stadium on the campus of the 
University of Utah to the East. 





The north-south line includes 16 stations, 11 of which 
include Park & Ride lots with between 50 and 414 
parking stalls. The east-west extension line includes 
5 stations. No Park & Ride lots are located along 
the east-west line. TRAX operates from 5 a.m. to 
11 p.m., Monday through Saturday, and runs every 10 
minutes during peak commute time, every 15 minutes 
during mid-day hours, and every 20 minutes during 
off-peak evening hours. On Sunday, TRAX operates 
from 9:50 a.m. to 7:10 p.m., and runs every 20 minutes. 
A trip along the entire 15-mile north-south line takes 
approximately 39 minutes, including all stops. 


Before boarding TRAX, customers must purchase their 
tickets at the Ticket Vending Machines located at all 
TRAX stations. Proof of payment is required when on 
TRAX. Up to two children under the age of five may 
ride free with each fare-paying adult. Full Fare is $1.25 
(one token) and is valid for two hours. Reduced Fare is 
$.60 and valid for two hours for persons 65 and older 
and individuals with disabilities. All-Day Fare is $2.50 
(two tokens) and is valid all day.

Utah Driving Laws 


Drivers License Requirements: Minimum driving age 
in Utah is 16. All drivers must have a valid drivers 
license from their state or country. 

Speed Limits: On most highways, the speed limit is 
55 mph. Speed limits increase to 65 or 75 mph on 
Interstate highways and 65 on some state roads. 
Increased speeds are only allowed where posted. 
Turning Right on a Red Light: Right turns are 
allowed on a red light after the vehicle has come to a 
complete stop, except where signs prohibit it. 

Helmet Use and Seat Belt Laws: The driver of a car 
and all passengers are required by Utah law to wear 
seat belts. Children under the age of five are required 
to be in federally approved safety seats. Helmet use is 
mandatory for motorcyclists and passengers under 
the age of 18.

Traveler Safety Tips 


¢ Don’t answer the door in a lodging room without 
verifying who it is. If a person claims to be an employee, 
call the front desk. 

e When returning to your lodging room late in the 
evening, use the main entrance of the lodging property. 
Be observant before entering parking lots. 

* Close the doors securely whenever you are in your 
room, and use all of the locking devices provided. 

* Don’t needlessly display guest room keys in public, 
or carelessly leave them where they can be easily stolen. 
* Do not draw attention to yourself by displaying 
large amounts of cash or expensive jewelry. 

¢ Don’t invite strangers to your room. 

¢ Do not leave valuables in your vehicle. Place all 
valuables in lodging property’s safe deposit box. 

¢ Check to see that any sliding glass doors or 
windows and any connecting room doors are locked. 
¢ Report suspicious activity to the management. 


Utah Traveler Heath Tips 


¢ Weather in Utah can change suddenly. Be prepared 
if severe weather strikes where you may be stuck out- 
side in cold winter or hot, dry summer conditions for 
long periods of time. 


¢ Utah is located in a high desert. Humidity is low 
and dehydration can be a problem, especially when 
combined with cold and altitude. Symptoms of 
dehydration include weakness, fatigue, and dizziness. 


¢ Astrong wind (wind chill) can cause you to lose heat 
quickly and lead to serious hypothermia. Dress in 
extra clothing layers, cover your head, and wear 
gloves during windy conditions. Reduce the risk of 
hypothermia by drinking plenty of fluids. 


¢ Apply sunscreen and wear sunglasses and hats 
with brims to protect yourself as the sun is more 
intense in Utah due to the high altitudes. 


¢ People who have heart, breathing, or other health 
problems should consult with a doctor before coming 
to Utah’s high elevation. 


e Utah roads may become icy and snowpacked, 
especially during the winter months, so extreme caution 
when driving is necessary. 


¢ Utah law requires that you must be at least 19 years 
old in order to purchase, possess, or use tobacco. 


¢ The Utah Indoor Clean Air Act prohibits smoking 
indoors in public places, including restrooms, restau- 
rants, shops, businesses, theaters, etc. 


Utah Liquor Laws 


The sale and service of alcoholic beverages is 
regulated by the State of Utah. Alcoholic beverage 
control is a concept that Utah shares with other states 
and countries. Utah's liquor laws are based on the 
general philosophy of making alcoholic beverages 
available in a manner that reasonably satisfies the 
public demand. In this respect, however, the state does 
not promote or encourage the sale or use of alcohol. 


A person must be at least 21 years of age or older to 
purchase and consume alcohol in Utah. 


The following is a summary of how residents and 
visitors to Utah may obtain alcoholic beverages: 


Wine, Liquor, and Beer 


Full liquor service is available in licensed restaurants, 
airport lounges, and private clubs. Patrons may order 
liquor by the drink, wine by the glass or bottle, and 
beer in bottles, cans and on draft. Packaged liquor, 
wine, and heavy beer (over 3.2%) are available in State 
Liquor Stores and Package Agencies. 


In restaurants, liquor, wine and heavy beer (over 
3.2%) may be served from noon to midnight. Beer 
(3.2%) is available from 10 a.m. to 1 a.m. Patrons must 
be dining in the restaurant in order to be served an 
alcoholic beverage. Patrons may be served at their 
table or in a waiting area. There are approximately 500 
licensed restaurants in Utah, and most are located in 
the Salt Lake, Park City, Ogden, and Provo areas. 


In private clubs, liquor, wine, heavy beer, and beer 
may be served from 10 a.m. to 1 a.m. However, on 
Sundays and holidays, liquor, wine, and heavy beer 
may be served only from noon to midnight. Clubs sell 
alcoholic beverages with or without food, and patrons 
may be served at a bar or table. Many clubs provide 
live entertainment. 


Although private clubs are primarily for members 
and their guests, most offer temporary “visitor card” 
memberships for a nominal fee (usually $5 for two 
weeks). The visitor card allows the visitor and up to 
five of his/her guests to use the private club. There are 
approximately 300 private clubs that offer full 
alcoholic beverage service. Most are located in the Salt 
Lake, Park City, Ogden, and Provo areas. 


UTAH TRAVEL (TIP Se 


In airport lounges, liquor, wine, heavy beer, and beer 
may be served from 8 a.m. until midnight. Alcoholic 
beverages may be sold with or without food, and 
patrons may be served at a bar or table. Airport 
lounges are located only at the Salt Lake International 
Airport. 

Packaged liquor, wine, and heavy beer “to go” are 
sold at 37 full-service state liquor stores. There are 
also 97 package agencies that offer a more modest 
selection of these products. Package agencies are often 
located in smaller cities and towns and in hotels and 
resorts, for customer convenience. 


Utah offers a world class wine selection at three 
specialty wine stores located at: 


255 South 300 East in Salt Lake City, 
1863 East 7000 South in Salt Lake City, and 
1901 Sidewinder Drive in Park City 


Several other state stores also offer expanded wine 
selections. 


Beer 


Beer establishments sell beer to customers in a variety 
of venues that include taverns, lounges, cabarets, 
nightclubs, cafes, bowling alleys, golf courses, etc. 
Approximately 500 businesses sell beer for consump- 
tion on the premises. Almost half are located in the 
Salt Lake and Park City areas. The hours for beer sales 
in these establishments are 10 a.m. to 1 a.m. Beer may 
be purchased without ordering food, and beer is sold 
on draft and in bottles and cans. Beer sales to go are 
also allowed. 


Packaged beer is also available at supermarkets, 
grocery stores, and convenience stores. The maximum 
alcohol content is 4% by volume (3.2% by weight) for 
beer sold in taverns, beer establishments, and stores. 


“Taverns” are beer bars, parlors, lounges, cabarets, 
and nightclubs where the revenue from the sale of 
beer exceeds the revenue of the sale of food. Minors 
are not allowed on the premises of a tavern. 


Metered Dispensing 


Utah law requires restaurants, private clubs, and 
airport lounges to use a metered dispensing system 
that is calibrated to 1 ounce for dispensing the 
primary liquor in a mixed drink. Secondary alcoholic 
flavorings may then be added to a mixed drink as the 
recipe requires. 


Wine Service 
Restaurants, private clubs, and airport lounges serve 
wine by the glass (5 ounces) or by the bottle (750 ml).

Farther east is a series of sheltered valley locations where 
Mormon pioneers lived, farmed, and then often moved on, 
creating one settlement after another. These towns, strung 
southward along US Highway 89, have maintained the 
atmosphere of the late 1800s and the cultural heritage of 
their pioneer past. Visitors here may enjoy many restored 
public buildings and are welcome to explore the quiet, 
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residential streets.

)HE SPECTACULAR mountains of the 

Uinta range dominate much of Eastern Utah. 

The High Uinta Wilderness area, incorporating 
nearly a half-million-acres of craggy peaks, breathtaking 
vistas, and high-elevation lakes 
and streams fed by melting 
snows, is a haven for serious 
backcountry travelers and 
nature-lovers. 


South of the mountains, 





the Uinta Basin mingles the 
sovereign lands of the Uintah 
and Ouray Indian Reservations with farm valleys and 
grazing prairies that stretch seemingly forever. 

To the east, cataclysmic forces of nature have pushed 
and compressed the earth into odd fields of stone, 
coal deposits, and prehistoric swamps now layered with 
dinosaur and plant fossils. Eastern Utah is home to 
Dinosaur National Monument, as well as Flaming Gorge 
National Recreation Area. Below Flaming Gorge Dam, 
the Green River winds southward on its way to meet the 
Colorado River. To the south and west, the San Rafael 
Swell contains vast stretches of uplifts, stone reefs, and 


eroded swells in a confusion of twisted canyons and eerie

OULDER received its mail by mule until 1939, didn’t get 

electricity until 1940, and was the end of the road until 1985, 

when the “two track” over Boulder Mountain was paved. 
Today, it is one of a handful of towns providing access to some of the 
most inaccessible land left in the lower 48 states: the Grand 
Staircase /Escalante National Monument. 

Don’t go there alone... First, check into the Boulder Mountain 
Lodge. Unpack, then saunter over the Hell’s Backbone Grill for some 
linguini with Pablamo Pinion cream sauce and goat cheese. Get a good 
night's sleep. The next morning, it’s organic oatmeal at the Grill before 
meeting your guide. The possibilities are endless: if you're going on a 
custom hiking or educational trip, you might be signed up with 
Passage to Utah, with Brooke or Bob leading the way, or with Keith 
Watts and his company, Earth Tours. Steve Stoner at Boulder Mountain 
Fly Fishing could show you a secret stream. Grant Johnson at Escalante 
Canyon Outfitters or Bevan McCabe at Red Rock n’ Llamas will take 
you out for five nights to canyons you'd never find on your own. If 
you're really game, sign on with the Boulder Outdoor Survival School 
and go to the middle of nowhere for 28 days with only a blankie, a 
knife and a hand full of rice. 

Whether you've been out a day or a month, the Boulder Mountain 
Lodge is required for recovery. Hell’s Backbone Grill, a glass of merlot, 
counting your blessings.

The evidence 
of these Puebloan cultures is pecked and painted in 
petroglyphs and pictographs at every turn. 

Rising like cool mirages above miles of sagebrush flats, 
the snow-capped La Sal and Abajo Mountains preside like 
tribal elders. Mesas stretch and stack and sometimes drop 
suddenly into deep crevices or enormous canyons. Lake 
Powell’s confluence of water and stone forms the western 
edge of this area. The sacred formations of Monument 


Valley Tribal Park spread south from Utah into Arizona.

UTAH! CAMPGROUNDS 


Reservations, Fees and Special Passes 


Overnight camping and/or day use fees are charged at most 
of the public campgrounds, based on the facilities at the 
individual campground. Camping in National Forests, 
National Parks and Recreation Areas, and on BLM- 
Administered Lands are generally on a first-come, first- 
served basis. (For large group sites in National Parks or 
National Forests, reservations are generally required.) For all 
State Parks, advance reservations may be made by calling 
(800) 322-3770, or Salt Lake calling area (801) 322-3770. To 
make reservations in the National Forests, call (877) 444-6777. 
If payment is made by major credit card, instant confirmation 
of the campsite reservation is given. Walk-in applications can 
be obtained at all State Parks and some National Forests.

A Multiple Park Pass is available allowing free day-use in 
all State Parks. A Single Park Pass is also available that allows 
free day-use in one park. For Utah residents 62 years of age 
and over, or permanently disabled, a free Special Fun Tag 
allows day-use in all State Parks. 

National Parks, National Forests, and BLM offer a Golden 
Age Passport (one-time fee) for U.S. Citizens 62 and older and 
a free Golden Access Passport for the blind and permanently 
disabled. Available at the park or agency offices, these pass- 
ports provide a 50 percent discount on single family campsites 
where a use fee is charged. They also provide free entry to the 
National Parks. A Golden Eagle Passport is also available. 
It allows entrance to National Parks and Recreation Areas for 
one year.
